Hagerty, told reporters prepara­ 
tory to issuing a detailed account 
of the physician’s findings. 
As if to bear out the optimism 
of the report, Eisenhower planned 
to go to Burning Tree Country 
Club for a roifnd of golf immedi­ 
ately after leaving the hospital 
late this morning. 
He entered the Army hospital 
Thursday night for an annual 
checkup including tests to deter­ 
mine the degree of his recovery 
from the heart attack he suffered 
¡ last Sept. 24. 
SCORES OF patients and staff 
members stood around the hospi­ 
tal entrance waiting for the Pres­ 
ident to leave. 
He spent part of the morning 
discussing official business with 
Hagerty. 
With Eisenhower a candidate 
for re-election, the examination 
reports take on unusual political 
significance. 
The President entered the hos­ 
pital late Thursday afternoon. A 
staff of physicians gave him a 
.series of examinations yesterday. 
He also found time to visit some 
ailing friends at the hospital and 
to pay a surprise visit to the chil­ 
dren’s ward. 


THE MEDICAL tests included 
chest x-rays and cardiograms, 
tracing heart performance in the 
light of the coronary thrombosis 
Eisenhower suffered last Sept. 24.

A low’ bid of $372,351.05 for 
widening and resurfacing a sec­ 
tion of Route 209 from Spring 
Glen to the Ellenville village line 
was anounced today by John W. 
Johnson, state superintendent of 
public works. 
The bid, one of four received, 
was submitted 
the Amster­ 
dam Excavating Company, Inc.,

Amsterdam. 
The 
contract 
calls for widening and resurfac­ 
ing a 4.19 -mile section of Route 
209 , starting at Spring Glen at 
the Ulster-Sullivan county line 
and extending northward to the 
Ellenville village line. 
THE EXISTING 16-foot wide 
road will be widened to 24 feet 
(two lanes) and resurfaced with 
asphalt concrete, with several 
sections being put in on new lo­ 
cation in order to straighten the 
road and ease existing grades. 
Included in the project will be 
the widening of a bridge over 
the Leurenkill Creek, construc­ 
tion of all necessary drainage 
structures and facilities, erection 
of guide posts and cable guide 
railing, landscaping and miscel­ 
laneous other related work. 
Work is expected to get under 
way in about a month, following 
a check by State engineers of all 
bids received. If the low bid is 
declared acceptable after this re­ 
view’, a formal award of the con­ 
tract will be made and necessary 
contract forms will be processed.

There is a pleasant moral in the fact that 
the woman chosen as American Mother of 
19 56 is the mother of only one child but has 
been “ mother’* to 44 others. 
The honor has come to Mrs. J ane Max ­ 
well Pritchard, a Detroit widow’ whose only 
child is a son now 38 y ears old. Yet Mrs. 
Pritchard is still mothering a brood of 17 
foster children. In past y ears she reared 27 
others, mostly children from broken homes. 
Several are now married and have families 
of their own. 
The moral we have in mind Is that 
motherhood in its finest sense is a special 
quality involving much more than merely 
g iving birth to offspring . Some women who 
have had children 
have scarcely been 
mothers at all, ex cept biolog ically . For 
motherhood at its best is an outpouring of 
love and tenderness and care that mig jU 
well be taken as a sy mbol of humanity ’s 
finest aspirations. 
Mrs. Pritchard, thoug h she has only one 
child of her own, has been a most remark­ 
able mother. She does credit to the award 
that she has received. And many others, it 
can be said with truth, would be equally de­ 
serving of this hig h praise. 


A TIME FOR STOCK-TAKING 
The idea is g rowing in important quar­ 
ters that a thoroug hg oing review of this 
country 's foreig n aid prog ram is much in 
order. It makes much sense, since we have 
not had one since 19 47 . 
President Eisenhower favors review’ by a 
hig h level commission free of partisan lean­ 
ing s. Chairman Walter Georg e of the Sen­ 
ate Foreig n Relations Committee earlier 
had advocated a similar study and his sug ­ 
g estion g ained the evident approval of the 
members of his committee. 
A full study of foreig n aid, preferably by 
an independent g roup not directly affiliated 
with g overnment, would seem to serve sig ­ 
nificant purpose. 
First of ail, even assuming that those in 
the administration who now* prepare for­ 
eig n aid proposals are ex ercising utmost 
care, they are too close to the matter to 
see it with any detachment. 
The prog ram requires the dispassionate 
look of the outsider. 
Back in 19 47 , when the Marshall plan 
was just shaping up, the nation g ot such a 
study . 
One g roup, non-official, considered aid 
from the viewpoint of our capabilities. An­ 
other, under then Rep. Christian Herter of 
Massachusetts, ex amined it from the stand­ 
point of the actual needs of our foreig n 
friends. 
From that time on we have been advanc­ 
ing foreig n assistance, either economic or 
military , 
virtually 
without 
interruption. 
The emphasis has shifted from Europe to 
Asia and from economic to military ’, but 
the prog ram has g one on. 
It is no reflection on those who annually 
frame new aid plans to sug g est that a cer- 
tan haphazard, unsy stematic element may 
have crept into a prog ram that is now 
nearly 10 y ears old. 
WTe need to be sure that in 19 56, as in 
19 47 , we are spending our billions w isely in 
terms of both foreig n needs and our owti 
ability to bear the load. 
We need to be sure, too. that if the pro­ 
g ram is g oing to g o on and on it will do so 
because of clearly understood purpose as­ 
sociated with hig h g overnment policy . 
Fears have increased over the y ears that 
the prog ram is running to some ex tent on 
sheer momentum. 
Some will say that a review’ of foreig n 
aid would be desig ned simply to afford ex ­ 
cuse for cutting it down. 
It is known, for iastance, that Senator 
Georg e is in political difficulty in his native 
Georg ia from former Gov. Herman Tal- 
madg e, a rival who is shooting at foreig n 
aid “ g ive-away s.” 
v\e can acknowledg e that re-ex amina­ 
tions of foreig n aid often are urg ed by its 
opponents (which Georg e never has been). 
But we cannot for that reason say that an
